Nelson Chigley of Davis served his 
people for a day as governor, a the 
time the governor, Jones W’olf, was 
suspended from office. Many Chick­ 
asaws do not accord him the honor of 
having been governor nor are there 
any known official acts recorded, but 
the records of the Nation does so des­ 
ignate him. 
Former Governor Byrd, whose In­ 
dian name is Fushitobi meaning White 
Bird w’as born in Mississippi Aug. I, 
1844. He came to this section with his 
parents and was but 'ihree months old 
when he reached the Nation. He was 
educated at the 
Chickasaw 
Manual 
Labor Academy 
located about two 
miles from Tishomingo. At the out­ 
break of the Civil war he enlisted in 
the First Choctaw regiment 
of the 
Confederate army and rose to the 
rank of adjutant. He participated in 
the 
battles of Newtonia, 
Poison 
"Springs and Prairie Grove. The offi­ 
cial personnel of this 
regiment has 
long been in doubt. The following is 
an authentic roster of the officers:
